Six Men Killed, 


Kansas Crry, Feb. 12.—Early yes- 
terday morning the walls of a cut be- 
ing made for the Chicago and Alton 
railroad atthe foot of Grand avenue, 
caved in avd buried workmen and 
teams under 6000 yards of falling 
eatth. Peter Bagley, James Hagen, 
Thomas Casey, ward Hines, Dan- 
ie} Lucett and Richard Pine were 
killed outright aod several wounded. 
All the bodies have been recovered. 

The earth first commenced sliding 
at the tep of the seuth wall, and gath- 
ering in quantity and force as it de- 
sceuded, it spread on reaching the 
bettom clear across.the excavation 
and piled itself twenty feet high 
against the opposite wall. The lab- 
orers at first med rushed frantic- 
ally towards the outlet of the cut to 
escape, but their way was almost com- 
pletely blocked by wagons, which at 
that time were standing across the 
excavation, and six were overwelmed 
by the huge mass of earth aud sank 
dewn te die under its ponderous 
weight. Those who escaped were 
dazea with horror, though they were 
set to work to uncover their buried 
comrades. Three hours labor breught 
six dead bodies to view. An immense 
crowd, inéluding women and children 
ofthe workmea, soon collected and 
could enly be kept out of danger by 
the efforts of the police. The walls 
of the excavation, about ninety feet 
high, were almost perpendicular; with 
ing tosustain them but their own 
cohesion, and small slides had been 
frequent, but nobody hurt until to-day.

985. The total value of the real and 
personal property amounts te 828, 
024,610; total state tax at 90 cents on 
this property $255,403; tetal county 
tax $462,148. The amount of taxable 
property for 1878 is nearly $1,500.000 
less than in 1877. The controller does not 
give any reason for this declension, 
but one cause lies in the correction of 
property values by county assessors. 
The net proeeds of the mines for Oct. 
1st,1877 to Sept. 30.1878, was $23,043- 
969; state tax on this ameunt $207,- 
413, er within $50,060 of the tax on real 
and personal property. The state debt 
aggregate $506,614, but the state assets 
are sufficient to pay off this entire in 
debtedness and leavea surplus in the 
treasury of $230,658. Mr. Hobart 
recommends that the present legislature 
reduce the state tax from 90 cents on 
the $100 of taxable property to fifty 
cents., and says if the building fund 
be turnel over tothe general fund 
the rate of taxation may be placed at 
forty cents. 

The ex-controllerstrongly recommends 
that the legislature passa law doing 
away with the fee system now in use, 
and by which the various county 
officers receive their compensation for 
services performed. He suggests in- 
stead, the law of regular srlaries. His 
cemparison between the state officers 
salaries aud the fee emoluments of 
the county eflicers ef Storey county, 
makes the strongest showing in favor 
of his recommendation. From this com- 
parison the report shows that the Stor - 
ey county officers receive about twice 
as much as the state officers. Even 
the justice of the peace of Virginia 
City receives nearly as much as the 
chief juatice of the state. He further 
says that as long as the present rates 
of fees are maintained as eompensa- 


tion for the services of county officers 
just so long will the tax-payer com- 


plain of the burdens of high taxation. 
It is extremely gratifying that this 
state is on such a sound floancial 
basis. Much of this is due to the able 
financeering of Mr. Hobart, but more 
to those brave hearts whe stood by the 
people and made the delinquent. mi- 
ning companies pay their just propor- 
tions of the state taxes.

The efforts put forth by the press of 
this state under the lead of the Ga- 
ZETTE to obtain a vote on Chinese im- 
migration is likely te be realized, 
though not in time to do any good at 
this session of congress. Senator 
Cassedy on the Sth introduced bill 
No. 83, which reads as follows: 

Wuercas, It is expedient that the 
wishes ef the ple of this state upon 
the subject of Chinese immigration 
should be unmistakably expressed, 
therefore the people of the state of 
Nevada represented in senate and 
ussembly do enact as fellows: 

Section 1. That thirty days prior 
te the next general election in this 
state the governor shall issue his proc 
lamation, calling upon the electors to 
signify at said election their will as to 
the continuance er prohibition ef 
Chinese immigration, by placing upon 
their ballots the words “For Chiuese 
Immigration’ or the words Against 
Chinese Immigration,” and the inspec- 
tors and the judges of election at each 
and every poll in the state shall ascer- 
tain and make returns of the number 
of votes cast For Chinese Immi- 
gration” and the number of votes 
cast “Against Chinese Immigration,” 
in like manner as ether votes Cust are 
required te be counted aud re- 
turned, and an abstract thereof shall 
be transmitted by each county clerk 
in the state, in the same manner that 
votes for state officers are now re- 
quired to be transmitted. 

Sec. 2. The secretary of the state 
shall make a complete abstract of the 
votes given at such election, and cer- 
tify the same to the governor. 

Sec. 3. The governor shall prepare 
a memorial from the people of the 
stats of Nevada, attested by the secre- 
tary of state, with the great seal of 
the state attached, setting forth in 
brief the question submitted to the 
electors and the vote thereon, and 
sent copies thereof to the President 
aod Vice President of the United 
States, to each cabinet minister, sera 
tor and member of the house of fep- 
resentatives, and the governer of each 
state and territory. ' 

This bill will undoubtedly pass Goth 
houses unanimously and receiv the 
governors signature. The vote is 
easy to foretell. An overwhelming 
demonstration will be made and 
published all over the Union, Cali- 
fornia already has such a law and the 


vote will be taken next fall.

Passengers, business and 
the mails are divided between the 
steamers and the rail and stage route 
via Reseville Junction, Yreka, &c. 
Instead of this roundabout odurse a 
line via Reno might be opened up 
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tically closed half the year and the 
road can never be improved. Every- 
thing points te a natural alliance, of- 
fensive and defensive, between that 
neighborhood and this as against the 
Redding and the Dalles reutes. 
Between Prinesville, Oregon, and 
Goose lake lies a stretch of country 
over 200 miles north and south and 
twice as wide which the jealousy of 
northera Oregon has never permitted 
te be opened. It is full of fins valleys, 
the outside land is good for grazing 
and the population increasing at the 
rate of twenty per cent. per annum, 
but they have ne mails worthy the 
name ner any communication with 
Nevada at all. A weekly mail strug- 
gles through trom Prinesville, and a 
daily mail is paid for to Rogue river 
but it never makes connection, The 
Dalles people new get all the trade 
and travel and oppose opening rovtes 
through to connect with the Redding 
or Reno lines, because they know the 
trade will come south. Nevada ought 
to secure a daily mail to start the geod 
work of bringing out that country, and 
telegraph and railroads would follow |

Private information leads us to 
believe that several parties will be in- 
dicted by the grand jury now in ses- 
sien at Carson, for fishing in Pyramid 
lake. The local officers hove orders 
from Washingten te keep men off this 
reservation and they have no alterna- 
tive but toobey. The Gazetrs enters 
a vigerous pretest against the monop- 
olizing of this grand source of food by 
the Indian bureau. As long as the law 
remains es it is the Indian agents may 
at any time bring the whole power of 
the government to bear to puvish any 
who may encroach on the territory set 
apart as a reservation. To allow the 
agent to keep the whelelake free from 
us except where his wards want to fish 
is a few acres of its southern shore, is 
an unecessary and eppressive wrong 
There is no principle whatever involv- 
ed. The crafty agents and a good 
many of the Indians understand the 
value ef a monopoly of the trout busi- 
ness and intend to get all the benefits 
of it. There is no good reason in the 
world for their having this monepoly. 
It is not the intention of the law in 
any of the grants to other tribes nor is 
it to these. There would be ne hard- 
ship or wrong done to any one by 
dividing the reservation at Goat island 
and throwing the north end open to 
the public. The lodians would then 
have fifty miles of the lake shore and 
thirty miles of river. All their fishing 
and hunting grounds, their houses, 
fields and groves of trees. Everything 
that they use or have seen for years, 
every foot of land that they ever even 
travel over would then be inside their 
reservation. Washoe county should 
send a petitiea to Senator Sharon or 
Jones if our legislature is unmindful 
enough of our interests to neglect this 
mportaot matter.

notes from the recommendations put 
forth in the annual meeting of the 


Missouri Horticultural society held in 
St. Louis last week. That state has 


a climate something like Nevada's 


and it is likely that what does well 
there would flourish here. Our ranchers 
should keep an eye out for discoveries, 
for trees, like men, sometimes develop 
new and fine qualities when put under 
peculiar influences and strange con- 
ditions. Nevada’s soil, er climate or 
some of the subtle influences so hard 
to analyze, may affect the apple 
greatly. Onthe secend day of the 
meeting, which was devoted to the 
apple, Mr. Stark of Louisiana, read 
an essay in which he recommends 
large, highly colered fruit for acommer- 
cial orchard. All things being equal, 
the larger the better. He would 
spend no time on summer and autamn 
fruits, because they cannot be shipped 
far. The Ben Davis, Rawle's Janet 
and Roman Beauty are the three to be 
recommended most highly. For a 
yellow apple he prefers the Hunts- 
man’s Favorite. It is very important 
te buy trees only from reliable nursery 
men, so as to have the true name, as a 
blunder causes loss of valuable time. 
Care should be taken in planting. 
Twenty five feet is the proper distance. 
Orchards once established should be 
plowed every two or three years, and 
when not under cultivation should be 
keptinclover. Pruning is a necessary 
art, but the operater should know 
why, in order to know how to use the 
knife. Itshould be done while the 
tree is young and shape given accord- 
ing to locality, height, storms ete. 
Be patient in waiting for the tree to 
bear. Do not resort to root pruning 
except in extreme cases. Mr. Stark 
does not like the Northern Spy or 
yellow Bellefluer, they are too slow. 
Mr. Hussman likes the Huntsman and 
would add the eld white Pippin of 
Ohio, which is an early and abundant 
bearer, Mr. Evans would plant all 
Ben Davis if he planted a thousand.

Reno isa living illustration of the 
value of advertising. She stands at 
the door ef the state where every 
one sees and talks about her. In addi- 
tion to her natural advantages, how- 
ever, she has that of live business 
men whe have advertised her judi- 
ciously as well as generously. Her 
newspapers go to every quarter of the 
state, and their columns contain 
about all that can be said on the sub- 
ject. Still there are other ways of ad- 
vertising which some favor, scattering 
circulars, posting sign-boards and se 
en. It isa mere matter of business. 
If a dead board stuck up in the road 
dees a man more good than a card in 
a living, breathing, busisess newspaper, 
full of the doings and thoughts of the 
whole human race; coming out each 
day fresh from the centres of trade 
and of news, then he is investing his 
money {o advantage. If, however, 
the endersement of a paper of stand 
ing and respectability will bring a bet- 
ter returp, then the merchant is doing 
himself a double injustice, for the 
money he would pay for his card 


when one dreps in by chance he gets 
squeezed the harder. They are too 
smart to pay their debts; and think it 
very cunning to beat the printer whe 
seon dreps them and fills the space 
with better matter. A good square 
newspaper likes a manof the same 
stamp; it seexs for customers among 
that sort, anda low newspaper picks 
up the dirty crombs Which fall te 
them naturally. If you pick up an 
intelligent, bright, respectable paper, 
you may usually have confidence in 
its advertisers. People who think of 
moving into a tewn, scan the papers 
carefully to see how business stands 
there in their line, and if they see a 
full list of names in it, they ure apt to 
conclude that there is no reom, and 
thus save overcrowding. Even min- 
isters might advertise to adventage in 
this respect; a column of doctors’ 
cards would prove to outsiders that ro 
more need apply; the same with law- 
yers and ethers; carpenters, bricklay- 
ers, tailors aud all might be benefited 
by such a policy, and aid materially 
in the distribution ef labor through- 
aut the country.

THE MAJESTY OF THE LAW. 


The amount of machinery used and 
the hard work necessary to provide 
laws to regulate even a small state 
like Nevada, the expense, worry and 
time consumed leads the thoughtful 
man to pause and ask himself whether 
there is not some more simple and at 
he same time more satifactory way 
f administrating justice than the pres- 
eat cumbersome, complicated and 
imperfect methods. The object of all 
law is to secure justice to those who 
ire not in position to secure it for 
themselves. To make a law to meet 
che one case where some mean man 
tries to take an undue advantage of 
his neighbor without fixing it so that 
some other mean man can take it 
frem the other side and commit twice 
as great a wrong is a constant study 
of legislators. To illustrate our point, 
take Mr. Stewarts bill to allow any 
man holding one hundred shares of 
stock te visit his mine one day in 
the week. The public is aware that 
mines are manipulated for the benefit 
of stock boards, and from the stand- 
point of popular justice and a love of 
fair dealing the cry almest instinct- 
ively goes up that the law must pass. 
The hard-working poor man whe has 
his earnings in a hundred shares of 
steck comes to mind and we see him 
demanding admission tothe mines 


to see what is being done with his 


money and being refused, and the cry 
is for a law te give him the privilege. 
But consider. This it one case. Mr. 
Cassidy touches one on the ether ex 


treme when he says bad men might 


dome in such numbers and demand 
admission that it would be impossi- 


ble to fight the law and the penalty 
would crueh the officers im charge.

All seemed 
to feel that it was a go, but when the 
bill was read the third time the

McMeder of Ormsby, arose and pro- 
posed an amendment to Sec. 6 of the 
bill which was very wordy, and long 
and in substance, exempted all lines 
of railroads whe have their roads 
wholly within this state, thereby 
throwing the weight of t\e act on the 
Central Pacific, and allowing other 
roads in the state to go on as they 
have been doing.

There is no obstacle in the way of 
hauling big loads of freight and mak- 
ing good time as far as Cedarville. 
The road across the ri to Goose

From a gentleman just in from Par- 
adise valley, a Gazerre reporter ob- 
tained the fellowing items of public 
interest. There are above a dozen 
claims near Spring City which are 
being prospected. Among these are 
the Bullion, Paradise, Big Prize, Red 
Deer and Mammoth claims, but the 
Paradise is the only, one of any import- 
ance as yet. He was not allowed to 
gointe the mine, butsaw its ore 


which he pronounces very rich. 
Several hundred tons are now being 
shipped te Rye Patch where it is 
milled. A five-stamp mill has just 
been pu ft Spring City. This 
mill will\start p to-dayor to-mor- 
row. It Kx smal but tleir ore is free 
milling, ank it will answer until the 
mines are further prospected. 

There are about five hundred inhab- 
itants at Spring City and about a 
hundred men in employ. Hence, there 
is little money there and busines: is 
very dull. Inthe sprivg times will, 
no doubt, be much better but this 
camp will be overcrowded with idle 
men. Spring City lies near the upper 
erd of Paradise vulley and is fifty-five 
miles perth ef Winnemucca, Para- 
dise City is ten miles south of Spring 
City and contains a population of 
some three hundied persons. The 
valley itself is about twenty by forty 
miles, Little Humboldt and a small 
creek ceurse through the valley ard 
in the winter are filled with water. 
Near one-fourth of the valley, the 
upper portion, is under cultivation. 
The soil is irrigated by ditches cary- 
ing water from the surrounding hills 
The crop yield is very good, but ara- 
ble land is held at a very high price. 
Any marked prosperity of the valley 
must come from the above mines 
which as yet, may simply be called 
claims, and are now merely beiog 
prespected.
